The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade desire 
to point out to British, manufacturers and merchants who may wish 
to obtain information in regard to trade matters, including the names ” 
of importers and of possible agents, in foreign countries, that it is 
desirable that application should first be made to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., before 
communications are addressed to H.M. Consular officers abroad. By 
the adoption of this course much delay would be avoided by the 
enquirer in those cases in which the Intelligence Branch is already in 
possession of the required information. 

Particular attention is drawn to the advisability, when communi- 
cating with British Consular officers, of addressing such officers by 
their official designations, and not by their names, in order to avoid 
possible delay. ‘The adoption of the latter course is liable to involve 
considerable inconvenience and delay to enquirers, owing to possible 
changes in the Consular staff.

CONTRABAND OF WAR: DECLARATION BY ITALIAN 
GOVERNMENT. 


The “ London Gazette” of 10th October contains a notification 
that H. M. Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has received, 
through H. M. Ambassador at Rome, a Declaration from the Italian 
Government with respect to Contraband of War, of which the 
following is a translation :— 


Rome, October 4th, 1911. 


The Ministry for Foreign Affairs has the honour to notify that» 
having regard to the state of war existing between Italy and Turkey: 
the following articles will be considered by Italy as Contraband of 
War in accordance with the provisions of the Mercantile Marine Code 
of the Kingdom :— 

Cannon, rifles, carbines, revolvers, pistols, swords and other 
weapons, whether firearms or sidearms, munitions of war, military 
equipment of every species, and generally everything which without 
manipulation can be put to immediate use in connection with land or 
maritime warfare. 

The Royal Ministry for Foreign Affairs at the same time notifies 
that, since the Ottoman Government have taken no steps with a view 
to exempting Italian merchant vessels from capture, but, on the 
contrary, have committed acts of seizure and capture to the prejudice 
of Italian merchant vessels, the Royal Government, in conformity 
with the provisions of the laws in force and the general principles of 
the law of nations, reserve to themselves the right of capture and 
seizure of Ottoman merchant vessels. 





FOREIGN ENLISTMENT ACT, 1870: NOTICE TO 
SHIPBUILDERS AND OTHERS. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Home Office the 
following Notice calling the attention of those engaged in building 
or equipping ships of their duties and liabilities under the Foreign 
Enlistment Act, 1870 :— 

‘With reference to the war now in progress between Italy and 
Turkey, the attention of Shipbuilders and others is called to the 
provisions of the Foreign Enlistment Act, 1870 (83 and 34 Vict. 
cap. 90), sections 8, 9, and 23, which indicate their duties and 
liabilities in the matter of building and equipping ships which are 
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Foreign Eulistment Act, 1870: Notwe to Shipbuilders and Others. 





intended to, or may, be used in the military or ‘naval service of 
belligerents. 

‘Section 8 provides that any person within His Majesty’s. 
Dominions who without Royal Licence builds, commissions, equips, 
or despatches any ship with intent or knowledge or having 
reasonable cause to believe that the same will be employed in the 
military or naval service of the belligerents, shall be liable to FINE: 
and IMPRISONMENT and the FORFEITURE of the ship and equipment. 

‘Any person building or equipping such a ship in pursuance of 
a contract made before the commencement of the war, shall not be 
liable to these penalties if— 

(1) Forthwith upon a proclamation of neutrality being issued by 
His Majesty he gives notice to the Secretary of State that 
he is so building, causing to be built, or equipping such 
ship, and furnishes such particulars of the contract and of 
any matters relating to, or done, or to be done tnder the 
contract as may be required by the Secretary of State: 

Gi) He gives such security, and takes and permits to be taken 
such other measures, if any, as the Secretary of State may 
prescribe for ensuring that such ship shall not be despatched, 
delivered, or removed without the licence of His Majesty 
until the termination of such war as aforesaid. 

‘‘In any case in which overtures are made for the purchase or 
equipment of such ships by persons who do not satisfactorily disclose 
the ultimate destination of the ships, it would be the duty of all 
persons having knowledge of the fact to give notice to the Home 
Secretary in order that he might take the steps which he is 
empowered by the 23rd section of the said Act to take so as to 
ensure that such vessels should not be employed in contravention 
of the said Act.” 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
SEPTEMBER, 1911.” 


I— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for September, 1911, when compared with those 
for September, 1910, show increases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise, and a decrease in the values of the Exports of the 
Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in September was £53,700,958, an increase 
of £2,153,501, or 4°2 per cent., as compared with September, 1910; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £44,637,573, an increase of 
£865,205. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of £145,007, or ‘4 per cent., as com- 
pared with September, 1910 ; whilst there is an increase of £1,010,210, 
or 14°8 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

Foreign Trade (Shipping) of the United Kingdom in September, 1911, 
and in January-September, 1911. 


V.—SHIPPING IN SEPTEMBER. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
September, 1911, amounted to 3,547,519 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 5,504,913 tons, as against 3,728,840 tons entered, and 5,234,903 
tons cleared, during September, 1910. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during September, 1911, 
amounted to 2,811,708 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,757,910 
tons, as against 2,758,958 tons entered, and 2,742,519 tons cleared 
in September, 1910. 

VI—NINE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-SEPTEMBER). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the nine months, January-September, 1911, amounted to 31,113,603 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 43,879,735 tons, as against 30,897,936 
tons entered and 42,866,501 tons cleared during the nine months, 
January-September, 1910. With regard to the coasting trade, the 
tonnage entered with cargoes during the nine months, January- 
September, 1911, amounted to 25,465,214 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 23,136,123 tons, as against 23,935,550 tons entered, and 
23,659,670 tons cleared, during the corresponding period of 1910. 





POSITION OF GERMAN WINE INDUSTRY. 
H.M. Consul at Cologne (Mr. C. A. Niessen, C.V.O.) has furnished 


a report on the position of the wine industry of Germany, from which 
the following information is extracted :— 

A new Wine Law, containing provisions for the prevention of 
undue sugaring, and regulating the descriptions which may be used 
to denote any particular wine, came into force in Germany on 
Ist September, 1909 (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 8th April, 
1909, pp. 86-7). The application of this Law has been attended 
with the best results. ‘hanks to the strict provisions of the Act, 
and the way in which they have been carried out, the unfair con- 
ditions that existed formerly have been removed. Sugaring is reduced 
to a minimum and is only done when absolutely necessary. It has 
been proved that the quantity of sugared water now allowed to be 
added to the wine is sufficient in all the wine producing districts of 
Germany. The position of vine growers in particular has been 
improved by the Law, the action of which, in killing the competition 
of adulterators, has had a part in causing the great advance in prices. 
Owing chiefly to the failure of the last vintages, prices have advanced 
100 per cent. and more in the past few years, and accumulated stocks 
have been disposed of. 

The German vine-growing industry has for many vears been 
engaged in a desperate struggle for existence. Growers have only 
been able to count on a comparatively small yield, which in most 
cases has not covered the interest on the capital invested in the vine- 
yards, and has hardly paid the current expenses of cultivation. The

result of the repeated failures of the vintage, together with the rise 
in expenses, has been to increase the burden of debt, until it has 
become impossible to raise loans on the security of the vineyards. 
These have depreciated in value during the last ten years by 
from 40 to 75 per cent., although the area under cultivation has for 
long been more and more restricted, till the land remaining under 
vines is that not adapted for other uses. 

The failure of the vintages is due to the ravages of insect pests and 
of vine diseases. Costly efforts on the part of the vine growers to 
eradicate these proved unsuccessful, and the situation in 1910 showed 
that a crisis had been reached, and that the resources of the growers 
had become exhausted. In 1908 and 1909 the chief damage was 
done by peronospora, and by hay and sour worms. The greatest 
damage was done last year by hay and sour worms, which had not 
previously appeared in such numbers, in the Rhenish Palatinate, 
Rhenish Hesse, the Rheingau, the Mid-Rhine country and on the 
Nahe ; but all districts suffered severely. ‘The depression in the vine- 
growing industry led the Governments of the States concerned to 
lend assistance by grants of money and by the organisation of 
common action throughout the different wine districts against the hay 
and sour worms. | 

The vine grub has also greatly increased in numbers during 
the last few years. ‘The means adopted by the various States 
for extirpating this pest are successful in the places affected, but are 
of no use in preventing it from spreading. If the vine grub were to 
spread over the whole of the wine country, it would cause the ruin 
of the whole industry. Attempts have been made to produce a vine 
capable of resisting the grub, but so far none such seems to have been 
obtained which will give wine of the same quality as that now 
produced.

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FOREIGN TRADE OF ARGENTINA, JANUARY TO JUNE, 
1911. 


According to official statistics received at the Board of Trade, the 
value of the imports of merchandise into Argentina during the first 
six months of 1911 was 178,862,593 pesos gold (about £35,772,500), 
as compared with 170,980,661 pesos gold (about £34,196,000) in the 
corresponding period of 1910. The exports of merchandise were 
valued at 197,537,329 pesos gold (about £39,507,500), as compared 
with 194,258,400 pesos gold (about £38,852,000). As regards 
imports, it should be remembered that the figures are based on the 
arbitrary valuations of the Customs tariff of values, which have been 
the same for both periods.

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES.

Memorandum (No. 1,649 B) dated 19th August 
Quasantane last, amending the Regulations relating to 
Regulations. Animals’ Quarantine, particulars of which were 
published on pp. 235-6 in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of the 
3rd February, 1910. 

The Memorandum provides, inter alia, for the inspection of horses, 
mules and asses from the United States, and if so ordered by the 
Minister, they may be detained, isolated, dipped or otherwise treated, 
or, in default of such order, where the Inspector has reason to believe 
or suspect that the animals are affected with or have been exposed to 
contagious or infectious disease. 

Provision is also made for any Inspector to order any steamship, 
railway car or other vehicle used for the conveyance of animals to be 
satisfactorily cleansed and disinfected.

Spirtts.—The importation into Angola, whether by land or sea, of 
alcohol, spirits, and similar beverages contained in casks or jars is 
prohibited. The importation of prepared spirits, cognac, gin, 
liqueurs and similar products in bottles is, however, authorised ; but 
the Governor of the Province may at any time limit the importation, 
or suspend it temporarily, either in respect of all spirits or in respect 
only of such as are recognised as prepared and imported specially for 
the consumption of the natives. 

Prepared spirits, cognac, gin, liqueurs, and the like are to pay 
import duty at the rate of 1,600 reis per litre ; but in the Districts 
of Loanda, Benguela and Mossamedes, these articles, if of Portuguese 
- production, are to pay only 600 reis per litre. 

Alcohol intended for pharmaceutical purposes and denatured 
alcohol for use in industries may be imported under special license, 
and subject to an Administrative and Customs régime identical with 
that which was enforced in the District of Lourengo Marques by 
Decree of the 10th October, 1902.

It has come to the attention of the Board of Food and Drug Inspection that 
the seed of charlock ( Brassica arvensis L.) is being substituted by some manu- 
facturers, in whole or in part, for that of the true mustards, viz., yellow or white 
mustard (Sinapis alba L., synonym Brassica alba [L.) Boiss.), brown mustard 
(B. juncea L.), and black mustard (8. nigra L.). 

It is the opinion of the Board that when charlock is substituted in part for 
mustard the label should clearly indicate this fact. A condiment prepared from 
mustard or mustard flour and charlock with salt, spices, and vinegar is not 
“ Prepared Mustard,” but, provided a greater quantity of mustard than of 
charlock is used, it should be called “ Prepared Mustard and Charlock.”’

As regards Tariff concessions in force prior to the promulgation of 
this Decree, if the period of two years has already elapsed, a period 
of six months is accorded from the date of this Decree (26th August) 
in which to effect duty-free importation. 


The same issue of the “ Boletin” contains a revised tariff of internal 
taxes leviable on cigars, cigarettes and manu- 
factured tobacco imported into the Argentine 
Republic. Cigars in wooden boxes are classified 
in the new Tariff according to their weight per thousand, instead of 
according to the brand, as formerly. As regards cigarettes, the 
classification and rates of duty remain as shown at p. 671 of the 
‘‘ Board of 'l'rade Journal” for the 30th March, except that cigarettes 
in packets or boxes weighing per packet or box over 55 grammes are 
to pay 5 centavos paper currency for each five grammes in excess of 
55, in addition to the duty of 25 centavos on cigarettes in packets or 
boxes weighing per packet or box over 45 up to 55 grammes. 
Further, cigarettes imported loose are to pay 7 centavos for each 
tifteen (formerly thirteen) grammes or fraction thereof.

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


BRAZIL:

Works. 1ave scoured out the channel, and vessels drawing 
as much as 15 feet of water were able to cross the 
bar. The Vice-Consul, however, does not suggest that vessels should 
go to Rio Grande with such a draught unless with the intention of being 
lightened outside the bar; he considers a draught of 13 feet the 
maximum limit. The inadequacy of the means at the disposal of 
the commander of the bar has been the cause of heavy loss to shipping, 
especially British. Vessels frequently strand on the bar in conse- 
quence of a sudden fall in the water; in the opinion of the Vice- 
Consul this might be avoided were a boat stationed on the bar to 
sound the depth, and warn vessels off should a sudden fall occur. 
Having regard to the value at risk when an ocean-going steamer 
crosses the bar, exceptional care and provision against accident are 
imperative. 
The port works (see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of Sth July, 1909, 
p. 81) are going on apace, but are still in the preparatory stage. 
‘The construction of the eastern breakwater was expected to be com- 
menced in June last, but the western side not till some months later, 
awaiting the completion of the railway for the transport of stone. 
When once fairly started it is estimated that the construction of the 
two breakwaters will occupy 1,000 days, and it is stated that as the 
work progresses the bar channel will deepen itself. The site of 
the port is being dredged and the work is progressing fairly ; the 
adjacent marshes are being reclaimed with the dredgings, and on 
them will be built warehouses and an electric tramway system to 
connect the docks with the city. Some slight modification has been 
made in the dock; it is to be wider, to provide space for turning 
round large steamers, and there will be an opening at the other end, 
which was not provided for in the original plan. It is intended 
to apply the tariff of the Santos docks, which provides for a 
charge for wharfage of 700 reis per metre (about 33d. per foot) per day 
on the length of the vessel, and 23 reis per kilog., or 2,500 reis 
(3s. 4d.) per metric ton, for discharging. It may be assumed that 
when the bar works shall be completed, the present bar dues of 500 reis 
(8d.) per metric ton register will be abolished ; and there will be a 
corresponding reduction in the disbursements of ships going to Rio 
Grande do Sul, unless some other charge be substituted.

C. a aan satisfactory to note the progress which is now being 
R ae : effected and the growing interest which is being 
dem Ries taken in this subject by the Siamese Government. 


Considerable progress has been made on the 
southern line of the Siamese State Railways, and a large part of the 
route in the Senggoxa district has now reached the construction 
stage. On the trans-peninsular portion of the line, ending in the 
ports of Senggora and Trang, which was the first to be commenced, 
rails have been laid for a considerable distance and bridges are com- 
plete or nearing completion. Railhead from Senggora was, at the 
time of writing the report (August), at about kilom. 40. Material 
and rails have also been landed at Bandon for the southern end of 
the section from Lampun to Langsuan. 

The roads in the Senggora district are perhaps better than the roads 
in any other part of Siam. They are, however, mostly made of mud 
and sand, and in wet weather they are often impassable. The prin- 
cipal roads are from Nakon Sritamarat to Trang, with a branch road 
from Patalung on the inland sea; and from Senggora leading over to 
Kedah. On the first of these wheeled traffic is possible, but on the 
second many of the bridges have never been completed. It is said, 
however, that their construction is now to be effected. 


No British shipping visited the east coast ports during 1910-11. The 
Shipping Trade at steamers of the Danish-managed Siamese Steam 
ae tei t Ports. Navigation Company call twice a week at the 

principal ports on this coast from Bangkok to 
Singapore carrying the mails, and seem to do a good business. 
Lighterage of cargo is necessary at all these ports, the best of which 
is Senggora; and in the north-east monsoon, as there is no shelter, 
steamers have to lie a long way out and communication with the land 
is difficult. It is probable, therefore, that the railway (referred to 
above) when constructed will be a formidable competitor to shipping.

RUSSIA. 


The British Acting Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. H. E. Dickie) 
reports that an estimate prepared by the Russian 
— kr TOP Head Administration of Indirect Taxation, on the 
basis of reports from the Superintendent of Excise, 
places this year’s crop of sugar beets at 12,998,600 tons, as compared 
with 10,847,740 tons in 1910, and 6,800,000 tons in 1909. The pro- 
duction in 1910 was a record one, and a good proportion of the sugar 
is still held in Russia by producers and speculators. This year’s 
beetroots contain somewhat less sugar than last year’s, but the differ- 
ence is probably not large enough to bring the output of sugar this 
season below that of last year. (23,499.) 
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NORWAY: 


H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr. E. F. Gray) reports that the Nor- 
wegian Director of Agriculture has issued a state- 

Crop Conditions. ment to the following effect on the condition of the 
crops in Norway at the end of September :— 

The oats and barley crops have turned out below the average in 
most of the eastern prefectures and in some of the southern districts ; 
in the Bergen and northern districts it is thought that these crops are 
up to the average or slightly above it. The amount of winter seed 
and of peas is believed to be about the average, and in some cases. 
rather above it. 

Potatoes have nearly all been gathered in the east and south of 
Norway. The crop is better than was anticipated, but will neverthe- 
less fall considerably below the average in the eastern prefectures up: 
to and including Nedenzs. In other cases reports state that the 
crop will be an average one or even above the average. An especially 
good crop is expected round ‘Trondhjem. 

"he remarks on the potato crop apply also more or less to the 
turnip crop. ‘The fruit crop is considerably above the average, 
especially in the west. Berries have been plentiful but less uniform. 
in quantity. Green vegetables will hardly reach the crop of an 
average year. (23,833) 





GERMANY. 


H.M. Consul at Nuremberg (Mr. 8. Ehrenbacher) reports that the 
1911 Bavarian hop crop is good in quality, but as 
regards quantity it is the shortest during the last 
ten years, with the exception of 1909. The 
preliminary statistics compiled by the Government Statistical Bureau, 
estimate the crop at 96,000 centner (about 94,000 cwts.), as compared 
with 221,574 centner (about 218,000 cwts.) in 1910, and 89,354 
centner (about 88,000 cwts.) in 1909. (C. 7,964.)

As to the harvest in general, it may be stated that wheat, spelt,. 
and rye were all of very good quality; barley, very good in grain and 
colour; oats, very good in colour, thin husks and heavy grain; peas, 
very good; beans, of good colour and dry; rape, good quality, 
medium crop ; poppy seed, very small crop, good quality; hay, very 
good crop of excellent quality; aftermath, very small crop of good 
quality; lucerne, first cut good to very good, second cut poor ; beets, 
very small crop—sugar percentage good to very good; potatoes, 
early varieties good, later ones medium ; tobacco, quality and yuantity 
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variable ; hops, small crop, light quality ; pears, medium crop ; apples, 
small crop; grapes, about a medium crop, quality expected to be 
very good.

H.M. Consul-General at Calais (Mr. C. A. Payton, M.V.O.) reports

* is generally excellent. Prices have recently risen 
in some places to 9s.-12s. per cwt. In the Pas-de-Calais Department 
some importation from abroad is probable. In the Department of 
the Nord the crop has been excellent in quality ; there has been some 
exportation to Germany. ‘The potato crop in the Somme Department 
is expected to be sufficient for local consumption ; the quality is 
good, but the potatoes are rather small. 

The exports of potatoes from Calais and Boulogne, all to the 
United Kingdom, totalled 1,258 tons in 1910, as against 7,838 tons 
in 1909. (C. 7,998.) 





TURKEY. 


The British Acting Consul-General at Smyrna (Mr. C. E. Heathcote- 
Smith) has furnished the following memorandum 
on the position and prospects of the crops in that 
district at 20th September, based on information 
supplied by the Turkish Inspector-General of Agriculture :-— 

Summer crops :— 

Figs—The crop was recently estimated at 100,000 loads, 7.e. 
200,000 sacks, but now owing to the dry summer this must be 
reduced to 90,000 loads (180,000 sacks or 20,000 tons); 100,000 
loads is a good average. Although the figs may be small, their 
quality is excellent. ‘he planting of fig trees in the Meander valley 
steadily increases. 

Raisins; Sultanas.—As the starch in the vines had been attacked 
by the severe peronospora (mildew) of 1910, the vines were too weak 
to produce big bunches of grapes, and the severity of the 1910-11 
winter was in no way responsible for this year’s small yield, which is 
estimated at 25,000 tons, whereas an average crop is 40,000 tons. 
Owing to the recent heat, the quality is excellent.

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Fresh grapes (Rozaki).—On account of the quarantine restrictions 
less quantities than usual of fresh grapes were exported. Vines are 
now being planted in many places; the Carabournou and Vourlah 
districts, which practically only grow vines, are recovering. 

Tobacco has been planted this year to an unprecedented extent, but 
the spring frosts and summer droughts have caused a 43 to 5 million 
okes crop, instead of a yield of 11-12 million okes. 


Cotton.—The excessive dryness in June and July has caused a 
partial failure of the cotton crop, which should have been half as 
large again as last year’s, but will only be three-quarters of it. The 
crops in the I'’china T’chai to Sokia districts are 70 per cent. below 
the average in yield per acre, in the Souboudja, Aidin and Nazli 
districts 50 per cent., and in the Magnesia and Cassaba districts 
40 per cent. If there be no early cold weather, the fibres will ripen 
perfectly and the quality be superior. The Egyptian and American 

varieties, owing to the intense heat, will be better than usual. On 
the whole the quality i is not improving, because there is no irrigation, 
and because in the factories where the cotton is ginned, all the 
qualities of seeds get mixed up. 

Sesame was injured by the spring rains after the sowings, and 
yields 30 per cent. per acre less than usual. 

Winter crops :— 

Broad beans did excellently and were very abundant. 

Wheat and oats.—The May rains followed by great heat caused 
defective fecundation, and many ears turned out empty. The quantity, 
however, of the crops of both wheat and oats will be from 40 to 50 
per cent. larger than that of 1910. 

Valonia.— Reports still come in to the effect that the 1911- 12 crop 
has suffered. 

Opium.—'he crop was much damaged by the winter frosts. It is 
confirmed that this year’s yield will not reach 4,000 cases. (23,316)

ARGENTINA, 


Referring to the Argentine Territories of Formosa and the Chaco, 
1 tof hich, owing to their extensive forests of valuable 
Development 0 a timber and fruitful soil in places where the forest 
che. Serena ane has been cleared, comprise some of the richest 
ney Sa: parts of Argentina, have suffered hitherto from the 
Timber Supplies. nt of development on account of the lack of means 
of communication, H.M. Legation at Buenos Aires report that this * 
deficiency is being rapidly remedied. The River Bermejo was useless 
for navigation, owing to its course being blocked by large stumps of 
trees caused by the tranks which are brought down by the stream 
getting embedded in the bed of the river. ‘The river has now been 
cleared of obstructions for a distance of 600 kiloms. (about 370 miles), 
and will soon be clear to the frontier of the Province of Salta. Timber 
will then be easily brought down this river. Progress, although slow, 
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is being made with the construction of the Government Railways 
from Formosa to Embarcacion and Barranqueras to Metan, and small 
sections have already been opened to traffic. These lines cross the 
territories and will tap a great extent of virgin forest. (C. 7,937).

Consul at Senggora (Mr. W. N. Dunn) on the trade of that district in 
1910-11, which will shortly be issued :— 


Little seems as yet to have been done in the Senggora district to 
develop industries, yet apparently the soil and 

beeen. me climate are as suitable as in the Federated Malay 
Senggora District States, Java and Sumatra for the planting of 
‘ gubber and coconuts. Patani and Puket have 

already attracted a certain amount of foreign capital, but the whole 
Consular district deserves attention. The prospects of tin mining, too, 
are not unattractive. At present other minerals are negligible. 
Again, were the cattle disease stamped out of the Monthons of Nakon 
Sritamarat and Patani and fresh blood introduced, a large cattle trade 


might be built up.

This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to 
each country, and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “‘ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the “‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NotE.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The “‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being lds. 2d.
